Program Advertising Condemned 
at Meeting of Board of Trade 



Brynwood Manor Inn rang with 
the cheers of the Boy Scouts last 
Friday evening, when they were 
hosts to their fathers and a few 
guests at dinner and a regular 
scout meeting. 

It was "Our Dads' " night in the 
chronicles of the local scouts. 
Forty-nine boys brought their 
fathers with them. In a few in- 
stances, where the fathers were 
unable to attend a "substitute" 
took his place. In all, there were 
106 men and boys present. 

Dinner was served in the main 
dining hall. Seated at the "head 
table," with E. P. Dold, who pre- 
sided, were His Honor, the Bur- 
gess, Henry A. Frye, ex-Senator 
Fletcher W. Stites, and Carl B. 
Metzger, president of the Nar- 
berth National Bank. Grouped 
around them, and at small tables 
that filled the large dining hall 
were the boys and their fathers. 

The Burgess, in addressing the 
boys, stressed the importance and 
value of good citizenship. Having 
been president of the Fathers' As- 
sociation of the Scouts he was 
able to point out to the fathers 
some of the ways in which they 
could assist in the work that is 
being carried on in "'The Cabin" 
with the boys. 

Mr. Stites, in his customary elo- 
quent and forceful manner, spoke 
feelingly to the boys about the 
great importance of keeping their 
working capital unimpaired. The 
simile on the part of the boys was 
not financial resources, but work- 
ing capital in die form of clean 
thoughts, good health, high ideals 
and a willingness to do right. 
Character and reputation are the 
foundations on which to build, and 
these he urged the boys to guard 

with great care. 

Explains Court of Honor. 

Mr. Metzger represents Nar- 
berth on the Main Line Boy 
Scout "Court of Honor." This is 
the tribunal before which the 
scouts appear for examination as 
to their proficiency in the various 
phases of scouting in order to se- 
cure merit badges. 

His talk was enthusiastically re- 
ceived by the boys, who were told 
in considerable detail about the 
workings of the "Court." He 
urged them to greater effort in 
their work, and expressed the 
hope that at each of the monthly 
sessions of the "Court" the Nar- 
berth troop would be represented. 
Keith Parkes passed the "Physical 
Health" examination at the last 
sitting of the "Court." 

E. R. Carlson, Scout Executive 
of Delaware and Montgomery 
counties, paid a glowing tribute to 
the local troop, with particular ref- 
erence to the Fathers' Association, 
which he said was the pioneer 
one in scouting. Several others, 
patterned after the Narberth As- 
sociation, have since been organ- 
ized. 

W. Russell Green, representa- 
tive of the American Legion, who 
is serving as a member of the 
Troop Committee, announced dur- 
ing the evening that the Legion 
procured a large American flag, 
which will be presented to the 
Boy Scouts at a meeting of the 
Legion on Monday, April 25.

Lecturer Tells Community Club Die 
tators Are Transient. 

The Women's Community Club 
held its regular bi-weekly meeting 
in Elm Hall, Tuesday, March 29. 
Under the suggestive title, "The 
Shortening Day of the Dictators," 
Mr. Warwick James Price set 
forth his disagreement with H. G. 
Wells, who insists that democracy 
has proved a failure. 

Briefly, Mr. Price's thesis was 
that although dictatorships have 
been set up in nine countries during 
the last ten years, democracy never 
was so strong in history as today. 
In proof he asserted that the great 
majority of nations have not only 
retained their constitutional forms, 
but have become increasingly demo- 
cratic in spirit; and, in addition, 
six of the nine "dictated" countries 
are perceptibly moving toward true 
popular government. Mr. Price 
developed his theme with such a 
wealth of detail, enlivened with an- 
ecdote, that it was indeed a "feast 
of reason."

The growing: attendance which 
has marked, the meetings of the 
Narberth Board of Trade since the 
formation of the body was con- 
tinued Monday night at the March 
supper. Upwards of fifty busi- 
ness men were present at the 
Brynwood Manor Inn. 

Advertising was the topic of the 
meeting, and two capable speak- 
ers addressed the Narberth mer- 
chants 011 the phases of that dif- 
ficult problem which affected their 
businesses. Robert Fellows Wood, 
Councilman and advertising man- 
ager of the Autocar Company, 
was the first speaker, followed by 
Morton Gibbons Neff, of Wynne- 
wood avenue, president of the 
Poor Richard Club of Philadel- 
phia. 

Mr. Wood divided the advertis- 
ing fields of Narberth into two 
groups: "Our Town" and direct- 
mail. "Your local paper is the 
best and most economical me- 
dium," he said. "Every Narberth 
business man can profitably make 
use of its columns." 

In expanding on the function of 
the local paper and its attitude 
towards its readers and advertis- 
ers Mr. Wood made a plea for the 
publication of all the news wheth- 
er or not someone's "ox was 
gored" in the process. Many 
projects, he stated, need the air of 
full publicity. 

The speaker urged unanimous 
support by the business men of the 
Buy-in-Narberth campaign being 
conducted in the advertising col- 
umns. It is his opinion that the 
education of the people to the ad- 
vantages of Narberth's complete 
shopping center will aid everyone. 
Mr. Dunne's advertising for the 
Narberth Coal Company was held 
as a brilliant example of direct- 
mail publicity. By means ofp. 
small house organ, postcards, fo lov- 
ers, etc., the coal company has 
kept in constant touch with its 
customers and prospects over a 
wide radius. Skillfully planned 
and attractively printed, the mail 
advertising has tied in well with 
the newspaper copy. 

A sweeping condemnation of 
so-called "program" and "dona- 
tion" advertising featured Mr. 
Wood's talk. He described this 
type of expense as money thrown 
away and criticised promoters of 
such devices for contributing to 
what has become an unmitigated 
evil. 

The experience of the Autocar 
Company was quoted, in which a 
careful analysis of expenses some 
years ago showed that many hun- 
dreds of dollars were being lost 
through the growth of donation 
advertising. Mr. Wood recom- 
mended a concerted campaign by 
merchants to cut clown this item. 

In particular did the out-of-town 
promoter come in for criticism. 
"I am not speaking against local 
churches and clubs who ask mer- 
chants for support," Mr. Wood

continued, "although there is too 
much of this type of solicitation. 
It is the out-of-town printer, often 
unscrupulous, who should be de- 
feated." . 

He told of promoters giving direc- 
tories, programs, etc., "free" to local 
bodies in exchange for the privilege of 
using their names in soliciting. The 
promoter, from Philadelphia or a 
nearby town, pocketed the profits, 
taken from the local business men who 
thought they were aiding a home in- 
stitution. 

Horse shows, fairs, conventions, etc., 
in out-of-town places, seeking to take 
money from Narberth in the form of 
"advertising" and donations, he said, 
should be promptly discouraged. More 
liberal donations to local bodies, in- 
stead of the responses to "begging 
would then be possible. 

Morton liibbons Neff, widely-known 
authority on advertising problems., 
spoke more on the national aspect of 
the industry, touching briefly on Nar- 
berth's own problems. He did, how- 
ever, give some sound advice to the 
merchants on the attraction of trade 
to this center. 

Mr. Neff stated that three things 
appealed to him as assets to the bor- 
ough: The new theater, the lack of 
syncronized traffic rules and common- 
sense parking. 

"Nothing will drive away business 
quicker than complicated traffic rules 
and officious policemen," he said. 
"Ardmore is suffering from parking as 
in Philadelphia. If Narberth makes 
it easy for the shoppers she will bene- 

Mr. Neff condemned dishonest and 
misleading advertising, fake sales, 
"come-on" bargains, etc. He also 
voiced his disapproval of posters. 

Ralph S. Dunne was in the chair in 
the absence of President Chris Koch. 
He introduced as guests John J- Cab- 
rev. Charles V. Noel, Richard Gilhs, 
C B. Jones and William G. Hower. 
president of the Bryn Mawr Business 
Men's Association. Mr. Hower spoke 
briefly of the things his organization 
had been able to accomplish and in- 
vited Narberth's business men to visit 
the meetings of the neighboring club.

Ralph S. Dunne, relieved as chair- 
man by the arrival of Mr. Koch, re- 
ported on the interview last month 
with J. O. Hackenberg. of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, who requested the 
committee to leave in his hands the 
task of bringing to the attention of 
other officials the need of new station

Your statement last week that Elbert 
Hubbard and not Emerson wrote the 
"Mousetrap" paragraph leads me to 
say that on page 268 of "The Heart 
of Emerson's Journals," recently pub- 
lished, is the following entry under 
date of February, 1855: "I trust a good 
deal to common fame, as we all must. 
If a man has good coin, or woods, or 
boards, or pigs to sell, or can make 
better chains or knives, crucibles or 
church organs than anybody else, you 
will find a broad, hard-beaten road to 
his house, though it be in the woods." 
The "Moustrap" is not there, but 
the complete idea is. Whether Hub- 
bard ever saw this quotation is doubt- 
ful, as it is not found in Emerson's 
published works. He was accustomed 
to draw upon his journal entries in 
preparing a lecture or essay, but did 
not, it seems, ever make use of their 
entry. Possibly the same idea oc- 
curred to Hubbard and he used the 
mousetrap illustration, but priority of 
the thought is due to Emerson.
